Applicants' amendment of 10-24-03 has been fully considered. The amendment and 
argument have overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/1^^ and 2"^ paragraphs, and thus, said 
rejections are withdrawn herein. However, because applicants have not filed a terminal 
disclaimer, the double patenting rejection remains outstanding. 

Claims 62-97 are pending.
